The  Town  Council  Presents  the  folloiving  Report  for 
the  year  e?iding  April  /,  iqoj. 


SEWERS. 

The  sewer  system  is  in  excellent  condition.  Practically 
no  expenditure  was  required  beyond  the  usual  flushing  and 
dragging.  House  connections  have  been  made  to  all  new 
buildings  abutting  streets  where  the  mains  are  laid  and  numer¬ 
ous  applications  for  house  connections  for  old  buildings  have 
shown  that  the  service  is  appreciated  by  our  citizens.  The 
system  has  been  extended  by  the  construction  of  lateral  sewers 
in  Morton  and  Charles  Streets,  and  an  application  is  pending  in 
usual  course  for  an  extension  on  Grove  Street. 

Conferences  between  the  local  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Newark  Board  of  Health  have  resulted  in  a  practical  and  prob¬ 
able  solution  of  the  sewering  of  the  Silver  Lake  district,  lying 
east  of  Watsessing  Avenue  ;  and  the  resolution  of  the  Council 
authorizing  the  laying  of  the  6o-inch  water  main  by  the  city  of 
Newark  in  Bloomfield  Avenue  has  provided  for  the  simultane¬ 
ous  laying  of  an  auxiliary  lateral  sewer,  without  cost  to  the 
town,  in  Bloomfield  Avenue  from  Watsessing  Avenue  to  the 
Newark  city  line. 

A  30-inch  tile  pipe  storm  sewer  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  long,  has  been  laid  on  the  westerly  side  of  Conger  Street 
connecting  with  the  storm  sewer  constructed  by  the  County 
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Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders  along  the  northerly  side  of  Bloom¬ 
field  Avenue  from  the  Center  to  Conger  Street,  which  has 
proved  a  very  material  benefit  to  the  town. 

ROADS. 

The  Council  has  endeavored  to  practice  economy  in  every 
department,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  there  was  no  construction 
work  upon  roads,  but  the  entire  appropriation  was  judiciously 
expended  for  repairs  where  most  needed. 

POUCE. 

Our  Police  Department  consists  of  a  chief,  six  patrolmen 
and  five  specials.  The  police  service  has  been  kept  up  to  its 
high  standard  as  in  past  years.  There  were  one  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  arrests,  and  $415.50  collected  in  fines  during  the 
year. 

WATER. 

The  contract  with  the  Orange  Water  Compan}'  expired  on 
July  x,  1902,  but  extension  of  three  months  each  have  been 
obtained  from  time  to  time,  the  last  of  which  will  expire  July 

1.  1903- 

The  water  question  is  a  complicated  one,  and  is  absorbing 
the  best  energies  of  the  Council.  It  is  expected  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  this  problem  will  be  arrived  at  in  the  near  future. 

LIGHT. 

The  usual  good  lighting  service  has  been  fully  maintained 
and  a  number  of  new  lights  have  been  added  to  the  system  in 
various  parts  of  the  town. 

PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  usual  care  and  attention  has  been  given  to  our  park 
system. 
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The  care  of  shade  trees  along  our  streets  and  avenues  has 
also  received  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  a  number  of  our 
citizens  have  availed  themselves  of  the  standing  offer  of  the 
town,  to  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  setting  out  new  trees  in 
front  of  private  residences. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  need  of  new  fire  houses  for  several  of  the  companies 
of  the  department  has  urged  itself  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Council,  and  negotiations  are  now  pending  which  is  hoped  will 
bring  about  a  satisfactory  result.  The  Council  believe  that 
with  an  expenditure  of  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  money 
the  apparatus  can  be  properly  protected,  the  companies  com¬ 
fortably  quartered  and  the  efficiency  of  the  department  thereby 
materially  increased.  For  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  of 
the  department  see  Chief  Engineer’s  annual  report. 

LAW  AND  FRANCHISES. 

Among  numerous  matters  involving  legal  rights  and  the 
grant  and  enjoyment  of  franchises  the  two  most  engrossing 
have  been  the  application  of  the  Essex  Cross  Railway  for  the 
privilege  of  constructing  a  surface  passenger  railway  through 
the  southeastern  portion  of  the  town  from  the  East  Orange 
line  to  Glenwood  Avenue  near  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  R,  R.  Station, 
and  the  application  of  the  city  of  Newark  for  the  privilege  of 
laying  a  60-inch  water  main  along  the  entire  length  of  Bloom¬ 
field  Avenue.  Owing  to  the  failure  to  obtain  a  similar  fran¬ 
chise  in  the  city  of  East  Orange  the  application  of  the  Essex 
Cross  Railway  has  been  laid  over. 

The  laying  of  the  water  main  for  supplying  Newark  from 
the  Cedar  Grove  reservoir  has  been  duly  authorized  after  care¬ 
fully  safeguarding  the  several  underground  systems  of  sewers, 
water,  gas,  etc.,  in  our  streets. 
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FINANCES. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Council  determined 
that  the  tax  rate,  if  possible,  should  be  reduced  from  that  of 
the  previous  year,  which  was  $3.25.  The  appropriation  for 
each  department  was  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  figure;  the 
result  was  that  the  rate  for  the  present  year  was  $2. go,  a 
reduction  of  thirty-five  points. 

During  the  year  we  have  paid  $5,000  on  our  school  in¬ 
debtedness;  Union  Outlet  sewer  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,500 
have  been  paid,  and  four  bonds  of  $1,000  each  have  been 
retired,  on  account  of  the  temporary  sewer  loan,  and  our  float¬ 
ing  debt  has  been  reduced  by  the  payment  of  $9,500,  which 
we  think  is  a  very  creditable  showing. 

The  financial  standing  of  our  town  is  excellent,  as  we  pay 
only  4  per  cent,  on  our  loans.

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FIRE  ALARM. 


Since  our  last  report  the  fire  alarm  lias  been  equipped 
with  five  miles  of  insulated  wire  which  has  improved  the  ser¬ 
vice  some.  A  box  No.  14,  has  been  placed  in  Sprague’s 
Electric  Works  to  cover  the  factories  in  that  neighborhood. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  private  box  in  the  Empire  Cream 
Separator  Works  be  connected  with  the  system. 

OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  reports,  I  still  believe  that  the 
stringing  of  wires  in  the  centre  of  the  town  is  dangerous  to 
pedestrians  and  interfers  with  the  working  of  the  department 
and  they  should  be  placed  under  ground. 

WATER  SUPPLY.  * 

The  water  supply  still  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  a  good 
pressure  being  obtained  at  all  fires.  We  have  now  18 1 
hydrants. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  condition  of  the  headquarters  for  the  departments 
are  the  same  as  last  year.  Your  honorable  body  has  the  mat¬ 
ter  under  consideration  and  I  hope  that  more  suitable  quart¬ 
ers  will  be  furnished  for  these  companies  in  the  near  future 
in  the  interest  of  prompt  service. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  answered  31  alarms  against 
18  alarms  for  the  previous  year;  fortunately  our  losses  have 
been  small.  The  fire  of  A.  Day,  May  30,  was  the  largest 
loss,  which  was  situated  in  a  very  dangerous  place,  and  I 
consider  the  prompt  work  of  the  firemen  saved  the  centre  of 
the  town  from  a  more  serious  fire.  I  desire  to  extend  my 
thanks  to  your  honorable  body,  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  department,  and  also  the  police  for  assistance  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  my  duty.
